At P.E. Crossing 


After hearing testimony from 
both the motorman of the train, 
driver of the truck and several 
other witnesses, the coroner’s jury 
ruled that the accident which took 
the lives of three Mexican Nation- 
als Saturday was “accidental.” 

The inquest was held yesterday 
morning dt Stone’s mortuary. 

Miguel Ramos Aguirre, Pedro

were killed early. Saturday morn- 
ing at the Central avenue crossing 
when the truck in which they were 
riding was struck by a Pacific 
Electric train.: : : 

Samuel Sherrit, Los Angeles, the 
motorman, testified that he didn’t 
see the truck until he was 75 feet 
from the crossing. He said that he

A contrary view was taken by 
Tranquilino Savala, 53 East Mait- 
land, Ontario, driver of the truck, 
He stated that he looked both sides 
of the crossing. and neither saw the 
train approaching nor heard a 
whistle. He testified that he was 
going under 30 miles an hour at the 
time ,of thé accident. The first he 
knew about the train was when it 
struck the truck,.

ATHENS, July 9 (®)— The 
Greek governmént announced 
more than 2,000 persons were ar- 
rested in the Athens area early 
¢ today in raids aimed at stamping 

out a Communist plot to stage a 

revolution and spread civil war 
> throughout the entire country. 

Minister of public order, Nap- 
oleon Zervas said the zero hour 
for the Communist stroke was to 
have been around 1 a.m. tomorrow, 
when attacks were to have been 
staged simultaneously in all parts 
of Greece, bringing the present 
mountain guerilla warfare into 
urban centers. 

Between 3,000 and 4,000 police, 

gendarmes and soldiers staged the 
lightning raids before dawn this 
morning, Zervas said. He added 
many important communists al- 
ready had fled and either were 
hiding in Athens or in the moun- 
tains. 
‘ Most of those arrestea, he said, 
will be taken to islands near Ath- 
ens, while investigating contin- 
ues. 

The transport already has be- 
a gun. Some ringleaders, Zervas add- 
ed, will remain in Athens to await 
hearings. Those not implicated in 
the plot will be released and oth- 
ers probably will be exiled, offi- 
cials said.

Tax Cut Bill 
Passes Quickly 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (?)— 
The Senate Finance committee ap- 
proved the $4,000,000,000 income 
tax cut bill today in 43 minutes. 

The vote was 10 to 3, with only 
Democratic Senators Barkley 
(Ky), Lucas (Ill) and Connally 
(Tex) opposing the reduction 
which would take effect next 
Jan. 1, 

Chairman Millikin (R- Colo) 
whipped the bill through his com- 
mittee without the formality of 
hearings. The legislation, ap- 
proved by a whopping 302 to 112 
margin in the House yesterday, is 
identical with the original tax re- 
duction measure vetoed by Presi- 
dent Truman, except that the ef- 
fective date is moved up from July 
1, 1947, to Jan. 1, 1948. 

The committee went into closed 
session at 9:14 a.m., (EST) and 
reached its decision at 9:57. 

The Republican schedule for 
Senate action gives the tax meas- 
ure right-of-way for consideration 
as soon as the Army-Navy unifi- 
cation bill is disposed of —possihly 
tomorrow.

Romania Turns 
Down Bid To 
Paris Meeting 


PARIS, July 9, ®—Romania re- 
jected today the British-French in- 
vitation to a Paris conference on 
the Marshall aid-to-Europe pro- 
posal, and became the second na- 
tion in the Russian sphere to de- 
cline the bid. Bulgaria’s rejection 
came late last night. 


The Romanian cabinet issued a 


communique rejecting the invita- 
tion. 

In Moscow, meanwhile, the So- 
viet press made no mention today 
of the conference which will open 
in Paris Saturday. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Larry Allen reported from War- 
saw Poland’s foreign office prob- 
ably would deliver late tonight 
notes to the Britisa and French 
embassies, giving the Poles’ de- 
cision on the invitation. He added 
there were indications that the 
Poles might “accept with strong 
reservations.” 

In London, a British govern- 
ment spokesman said Foreign Se- 
cretary Ernest Bevin would at- 
tend the conference but would 
leave most of the work of organ- 
izing European economic cooper- 
ation to government experts. 

Gen. Charles De Gaulle, hailing 
the Marshall proposal as a hope 
for the war-wrecked continent, 
said that if prevailing conditions 
remained unchanged, all Europe 
might come under Russian domin- 
ation.

The necessity for the signs has already been acknowledged 
by the state highway department. As a matter of fact, the

not completed due to material shortages. In the meantime, the 
highway department found itself another “worthy project” 
spent the money originally intended for use here. 

: Perhaps we don’t understand all the intricate problems that 
confront the highway department. At the same time it doesn't 
geem like sound business or fair play to have the money in- 
tended for one very essential project put into another “worthy” 
ane. If the state is so determined to do something about traffic 
accidents, they should demonstrate it by acts and not by empty 
declarations of intentions. 

The people of Upland have' every right to expect automatic 
stop signs, not only at Euclid and Foothill, but Campus and 
Foothill as well. More than a year ago some 400 residents peti- 
tioned for such signs at the Campus intersection. The council 
did all it could but the highway department continued with its 
apparent indifference. And when the city of Upland tried to do 
something about traffic safety by placing wavy lines to caution 
motorists to slow down. the district highway engineer had them 
removed at the expense of Upland. 

> Councilman Meek’s suggestion that a constant reminder to 
the highway department that Upland wants stop lights at Euclid 
and Foothill be made is a worthy suggestion. If that doesn’t do 
any good, perhaps angry protests from an aroused citizenry
